C.M.A.C. or to certain private homes on 
the list and make arrangements for the 
entertainment of the uniformed visitor, 
lie will 'then be given proper directions 
and Information. 


Work on the booth is expected to 


start in the immediate future

The statement of the 
fuel 


committee says: 


"How long the lighting of the fur- 


nace fine may reasonably be postponed 
is something that each Boston house- 
holder must determine, according to 
his own conscience, with due regard, 
of course, for the health 
of 
himself 


and hia family. The Massachusetts fuel 
administration has expressed the opin- 
ion that healthy families, by the use 
of wood or other substitutes for heat- 
ing purposes, may he able to get along 
until nearly Thanksgiving without

coal fire in the furnace. 


"We are contldent that consumers of 


household coal in the city of Boston 
will regard coal conservation as a pa-

ington, calling upon the property cus- 
todian to show the proofs on which, 
ho made his speech in llarrisburs. Pa., 
last Saturday, describing the efforts of 
brewers to control a. newspaper-in pro- 
German interest, to exert their influ- 
ence upon congress and, finally, on 
which ho charged that the brewing1 in- 
terests' had advanced the money for 
the purchase of a newspaper to "fight 
the battle of the liquor traffic under 
the shadow of the dome of the capi- 
tol." 


Mr. Brisbane, 
In published state- 


ments in the Times, already has stated 
.that he bought the paper with money 
loaned by C. W. Feigenspan. a brewer, 
and . president of the Federal Trust 
company of Trenton, N. J. 
Mr. Bris- 


bane also has published a letter from 
Foigenspan describing tvn arrangement 
by which the loan was syndicated to 


.'16 brewers. 
Mr. Palmer includes in 


his disclosure this letter and also docu- 
ments to support his assertion that the 
loan was made in a way to conceal Us 
source and purpose. 


Letter* by 11 an Agent 


Included in Mr. Palmer's papers are 


copies of letter written by Alexander 
Konta, evidently a German airent. to 
Hans Taucher, notoriously associated 
with German propaganda in the United 
States, and to Dr. Bernard Bern burg. 
Germany's 
chief 
propaganda 
agent, 


upon the prospects of buyjng some 
great American newspaper. Mr. Palmer 
connects these with 
his declaration 


that the influence which the brewers 
attempted to exert was thoroughly in 
the Interest of Germany. 


Mr. Palmer last night declined to say 


where his office obtaJned the docu- 
ments. He added that they spoke for 
themselves.

spirit with which we are waging the 
struggle for the homeland. 


"As early as December,

•LONDONT, Sept. 20—The inter-allied 


labor conference yesterday unanimous- 
ly accepted a report, made by the in- 
ternational relations committee rec- 
ommending that the conference "sub- 
scribe to the 14 points formulated by 
President Wilson, thus accepting: a. pol- 
icy of clearness and moderation as 
opposed to a policy dictated exclusive- 
ly by changes on the war map." 


Alexander Kerensky, the ex-Russian 


premier, addressed the conference. He 
said Russia had not left the entente 
alliance and declared that his coun- 
try had never recognized the peace of 
Brcst-Litovsk or ceased 
to struggle 


against the Germans. He added that 
members of the old constituent as- 
sembly were meeting secretly in Rua- 
sia in an endeavor to form a govern- 
ment for the whole of Russia. 


The conference also unanimously 


adopted the section of the committee's 
report regarding the Austrian note. 
This report says the United States 
already has bep.n able to reject the 
Austro-Hungarian proposal for a con- 
ference of the belligerents and that 
the allies should make clear the iden- 
tity of their views by public and col- 
lective declarations of their* aims and 
intentions. 
. 


The report of the committee favors 


an expression of opinion by the con- 
ference that the allies would be as- 
suming' a heavy and perilous respon- 
sibility by adopting a purely negative 
policy in their treatment of the Aus- 
trian proposals, but it urges the allies 
to interrogate their opponents regard- 
ing their general and particular war 
a!m5, "which have never been defined, 
thus imposing upon the working1 class- 
es the responsibility of choosing- be- 
tween the solutions proposed." 
The 


committee report further says: 


"It is by defining their own war 


aim?, jointly with the United Stale=. 
with the same precision and clearness. 
ihat the allied governments will give 
the workers of the world the convic- 
tion thai they are resolved to continue 
the struggle, not in order to meet the 
aggression of the central monarchies 
by undertaking in their turn a war 
of conquest, but for the single pur- 
pose of establishing on an unassail- 
able foundation a peace which will 
be Just and lasting and in conformity 
with the aspirations of international 
democracy." 


The committee invites the workers 


of the world to refuse to recognize 
any peace settlement which does not 
secure the complete freedom of the 
Russian people. On the other hand it 
warns the workers to guard against 
the dangers of intervention in Russra. 


The American delegates submitted 


suggestions that the allied govern- 
ments should make explicit pronounce- 
ments to Russia that intervention was 
taking place in the house of counter- 
acting tho sinister influence of the 
central powers upon the so-called Bol- 
shevigi government.

! clared lie did not approve the declara- 


j tion in the committee's report refer- 
ring to the United States as the only 
ally which had stated its war aims 
with clarity. He thought, this was an 
unwaranted criticism of Great Britain 
but as the British labor delegates h;\:

not for him to protest.

In the case now decided 
by the court a Japanese resident pur- 
chased a lot in an attractive residen- 
tial neighborhood and deeded it to his 
minor children, who are eligible for 
citizenship. 


The suit in question was brought in 


an effort to take the real estate away 
from the children who were born here 
and have a right to hold .real estate. 
The case was based on the claim that 
the father could not convey to his chil- 
dren what he did not own; but the 
court held the transfer to be legal.

Spurns Berlin Peace Bait— 


Offer Cannot Form Basis 


for Serious Discussion 


Offer Made to Belgium by 


an Indirect Channel, Says 


Foreign Minister 


LONDON, Sept. 20 (By A. P.)—The 


Belgian foreign minister, in discussing 
Germany's "peace approach" 
to Bel- 


gium, declares that the conditions can- 
not be taken as a basis for any seri- 
ous discussion. 


From the details given by the for- 


eign minister it appears that Belgium 
received no formal proposition direct- 
ly from the German government, but 
that communications came by an indi- 
rect channel. 


These showed that it was Germany's 


intention to demand that Belgium bind 
herself to effect a solution of the Ian 
guage question in conformity with the 
German imperial policy, 
which 
Bel- 


gium would regard as an abdication of 
the right inherent, in her 
sovereignty 


to solve internal problems in accord- 
ance with the freely expressed will o£ 
the Belgian 'people. 


Germany would also claim full am- 


nest for Belgian 
citizens guilty of 


helping the enemy plans and 
would 


thereby, according to ihe minister, im- 
pose on the Belgian government an act 
of submission. 


Germany would insist on .the main- 


tenance, after the war. of the commer- 
cial treaties previously in force. This 
following: up the destruction of Bel- 
gium Industry by the invader, says the 
minister, would insure Germany's eco- 
nomic grip on the country. Moreover 
he add?, the pawn 
ih'eory is aban- 


doned. 
Germany would 
insist 
upon 


binding the fate of Belgium with the 
solution of ihe colonial' question. 


Finally, the 
obligation resting on 


Germany to repair the damagr unjust- 
ly inflicted on its victim, was not even 
alluded 
to. 
Germany, the minister 


points out, would thus be enriched by 
the pillage of 
Belgium, whose 
ruin 


would Urns bp complete.

Germany nor to the evacuation of Bel- 
gian territory. 


The foreign minister concludes: 
"The 
conditions thus set forth over- 


shadow and render sterile all declara- 
tions which appear to recognize the 
independence of Belgium. They cannot 
be taken as a basis for any serious 
discussion. 
The Belgian government

BOSTON FUEL BOARD 


LIFTS BAN ON COAL 


BOSTON, Sept. 20.—The Boston 
fuel 


committee lias revoked the order is- 
sued last July, which prohibited 
"un- 


til otherwise ordered" the use of coal 
for heating the purposes in the city o£ 
Boston. 
When the original order was 


issued it was suggested that it might 
remain in force until Dec. 1. 


The revocation order is issued, ac- 


cording to the committee, in order that 
Boston residents may not be subjected 
to regulations not 'imposed on 
other 


sections of the state, where i! has not 
been the policy o£ the Massachusetts 
fuel administration, on account ot cli- 
matic conditions, to forbid, by order, 
the use of coal for heating purposes 
for any fixed period of time. 


Boston residents are urged, however, 


to make a. patriotic effort to postpone 
as late as possible, the lighting of the 
furnace fire this fall by the use of 
wood or other substitutes for heating 
purposes. 
The statement of the 
fuel 


committee says: 


"How long the liRhting of the fur- 


nace fire may reasonably be postponed 
is something that each Boston house- 
holder must determine, according to 
his own conscience, with due regard, 
of course, for the health 
of himself 


and his family. The Massachusetts fuel 
administration has expressed the opin- 
ion that healthy families, by the use 
of wood or other substitutes for heat- 
Ing purposes, may he able to get along 
until nearly Thanksgiving without a 
coal flre in the furnace. 


"We are confident that consumers of 


household coal In the city of Boston 
will regard coal conservation as a pa 
trlotlc duty, and'thereby help ,to as- 
sure o more nearly adequate supply to 
meet our requirements during the cold 
(iuys of next winter, and assist 
the 


government in its effort to keep our 
homes warm and war

at 


maximum production."

on all the roads is by no means as far 
advanced as it should be, because -if

tain of those on the Boston & Maine 
system are old, of poor design, and 
lack the margin of safety to insure 
safety until euch time as renewals 
can be made.
